The proposed 
auto law that will come np before 
the legislature soon, prohibits the 
deaf from driving a maohiue, bnt 
the Columbus Club is going to fight 
it, and hasas backers three lawyers — 
Judge Meals, of Cleveland, C. D. 
Saviers, of Columbus, and Miss 
Thnsrton, of Toledo, besides the two 
senators from this Senatorial die 
triot, three of the county members, 
and the secretaries of the sixty nine 
Automobile Clubs of the State 
The club has tbe bill ameuded so 
that only persons without arms and 
legs will be prohibited from steer- 
iug an automobile, and no stone 
will be left unturned to accomplish 
Its mission. They were told to 
watch the legislature, and tbe deaf 
owners of machines have called Mr. 
MacGregor to attend to this. 

Deaf owners of trucks and owners 
throughout the Sta'e should join 
the Auto Club near them, and thus 
secure protection. Do not mind 
i he payment of the $10 fee, for it 
secures to you tbe right to ruu your 
machine, and you secure other 
advantages that will come bandy 
iu time of aocident or trouble. 

Mr. Zell, who drives the auto for 
his mother, as far as we know did 
not join the Columbus Club, 
probably for the reason that be does 
uot own the auto He will probably 
do so later ou, in order to secure 
tbe advantages under the law. 

The d>af auto owners of Akron 
have also formed a clnb, and 
propose to join tbe local one of 
their city. 

Dr. H. S. MaoAyeal, tbe State's 
Director of Public Welfare, who 
will retire January 8th, in his final 
report to the Governor concerning 
his department, among other things 
suggests the sale of the sohool for 
the deaf to the city of Columbus. He 
recites the faot that a recommenda- 
tion to this effect has been made by

He also suggests that the State 
schools for the deaf and the blind 
be taken from the department of 
public welfare and transferred to 
the department of education. The 
deaf of the State have long desired 
such a step What the new gover- 
nor and the legislature will do in 
the matter is now unknown, bnt 
pressure will no donbt be brought 
upon them to have the obangs | vocation will do.
